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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's amendments and arguments with respect to claim 3 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. A new reference, 
Kulis [US 6,033,099], is applied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kulis [US 
6,033,099]. 

Regarding claim 3, Kulis discloses a headlight unit [30] having a support bracket 
[housing 31], a headlight [32] pivotally mounted therein and being movable, a control 
switch [knob 65, SW1] located inside a motor vehicle, and a delay circuit for delaying 
movement of the headlight while the control switch [knob 65] being activated (figures 1- 
5, column 5 lines 20-65).

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 are allowed. 
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The reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter of claim 1 have been 
indicated in the previous office action. 

The limitations of claim 1 , in combination, are neither disclosed nor suggested by 
the prior art of record. 

Claim 2 is dependent on claim 1.
